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Movenent  of  Seed.    Movenent  of  cottonseed  to  oil  nills  in  Texas  and  Oklahona  was  very  light  this 
week  due  to  the  continued  rains. 

Quality  of  Texas  cottonseed  this  week  averaged  99»5        grade  conpared  with  101.5  last  week.  Lower 
grades  for  the  Ste.tc  were  chiefly  due  to  the  conparatively  low  oil  content.     Certificates  covering 
seed  originating  in  Districts  8  and  9  showed  excessive  free  fatty  acid  and  aoisture,  and  these 
were  the  contributing  factors  to  the  lower  average  grades  in  these  two  districts.    Ai^stin  County 
in  District  8  and  Port  Bend  and  ^llhaxton  counties  in  District  9  shovred  the  largest  average  grade 
reduction  over  the  previous  week. 

Quality  of  Oklahona  cottonseed  averaged  lower  in  grade  this  week  over  that  a  week  earlier.  How- 
ever, very  few  certificates  were  received  covering  Oklahona  seed  and,  therefore,  nay  not  be  repre- 
sentative. 

Cottonseed  Prices.    Oil  nill  prices  reported  in  Texas  and  Oklahona  ranged  fron  $55  ^°         per  ton 
basis  grade  (lOO)  f.o.b.  gins.    Reported  wagon-lot  prices  in  Texas  this  week  were  $45  to  $62  per 
ton  r.'ith  the  higher  price  again  in  District  4         'the  lower  price  in  Fort  Bend  County,  District  9« 
Wagon-lot  prices  in  Oklahona  ranged  fron  $52  to  $6l,  averaging  $54*20  per  ton. 

The  vegetable  oil  supply  situation  is  reported  to  have  improved  a-  little  but  still  continues 
tight.    Market  supplies  of  fats  and  oils  generally  continue  far  below  pequirenents  vdth  snail 
prospect  for  any  na'Verial  inprovenent  in  the  near  future.     The  Departnent  of  Agriculture  has 
anended  \7F0  42  to  provide  for  a  4  per  cent  increase  in  the  fats  and  oils  quota  for  shortening  and 
cooking  and  salad  oils  during  the  last  quarter  of  1945» 

Cottonseed  production  in  1945-46  will  total  about  4i 030, 000  tons  if  the  ratio  of  linfc  to  cotton- 
seed is  the  sane  as  the  average  of  the  last  5  years  and  if  cotton  x-^roduction  equals  the 
9>779>000  bales  in  prospect  as  of  October  1,    This  vrauld  be  about  l8  per  cent  less  than  cottonseed 
production  last  year  and  22  per  cent  below  the  10  year  (i93ir43)  average. 


Productipp.  of  other  oil  crops  as  indicated  by  Octobef  estinates  will  be  "sonewhat  larger  than  a 
year  earlier.    Soybean  production -was  .estinatj^d  at  2  per  cent  above  a  year  earlier,  peanuts  7  per
